Kavanagh said that he was 28 years of 
age and resided at Aughrim street. He killed 
the animal in. question at Clondalkin, because 
he was not allowed to kill at the Abattoir 
owing to a dispute with the Irish Transport 
Union. At the time he exposed the meat in 
the window and offered it for sale he did not 
know it was diseased and unfit for human 
consumption.

Mr. T. F. Burke, solicitor for the Cor- 
poration, said that the slaughterhouse was 
situated in Moore street and was carried on 
in a filthy condition. There was no use pur- 
chasing cattle in a clean, healthy condition 
in the markéts when they were killed in 
filthy surroundings. 

Mr. Sean O Donovan, Veterinary Inspector, 
said. that he visited the premises at noon on 
the 15th September, the previous. killing 
having been on the 14th September. The 
floor was covered with fat, skin, blood and 
wool. The instruments used for hanging the 
meat were lying on the floor. In one portion 
of the premises there was a quantity of sheep- 
offal which smelled very strongly. There 
was no ssidbans that the place had been 
cleaned since the previous killing. He re- 
turned to the slaughterhouse at 330 on the 
same day and found killing in progress. 
Some fresh offal had been thrown on top of 
that which was already there. He saw no 
washing of the premises during the killing. 
When he said he would report the matter the 
foreman asked for a chance. 

In reply to Mr. J. Erskine, solicitor, who 
appeared for the defendant, witness said that 
a great deal of trouble was caused by over- 
crowding. 

Mr. Martin, foreman for Plunkett, said 
that the slaughterhouse was washed down on 
the 14th September after the morning’s kill- 
ing before. the place closed down at 1.30. 
They had killing again on the afternoon of 
the 15th September, and it was again washed 
down about 4.45. The place was washed 
down every afternoon and whitewashed twice 
a week. There was no offal left lying from 
the 14th September till the following day. 

Similar evidence was given by J. Henshaw,

For several years, it was alleged, 
Thomas A. Hill, a clerk of the plaintiff's 
company, had been eppecorintins to his own 
use moneys received by him for the com- 
pany, and continued to do so over the years 
covered by the certified accounts of the de- 
fendants, to the amount of £3,750. ‘he mis-

Christopher Lyons (22), Dame street, 
Dublin, pleaded not guilty to having 
attempted to defrand Patrick Tracy, Patrick 
street, of £12 5s, by falsely geen: | that 
he had made a successful bet with omas 
O'Neill, turf accountant, Tracy's employer. 

Mr. R. McLoughlin, for the prosecution, 
stated that on June 30th there were a 
number of people in the premises, including 
the accused man and a man named George 
O'Flanagan. O'Flanagan made a ls. bet on 
a double, and. an assistant handed him out 
a receipt ticket in return for his betting slip. 
About the same time Lyons handed in a 
betting slip for 2s. win on Ethopia, which 
was a loser. On 2nd July the defendant 
presented two tickets to Patrick Tracy, one 
in respect of a losing bet for 2s. and another 
in respect of a ós. double which he claimed 
entitled him to £12 5s. The allegation 1m 
the prosecution was that after O'Flanagan 
had made his bet he complained that he had 
not received his receipt ticket, but the 
assistant was sure he had put it on the 
counter. The clerk then told O'Flanagan 
that it would be all right as he was known 
ir, the office and. if his bet was successt ul, 
he would be paid on it without a ticket. 
O'Fianagan's ticket, it was alleged, had been 
taken from the counter by the defendant, 
who then had two tickets for only one bet. 

James Sherwin, an assistant, stated that 
when he took the bet from O’Flanagan Lyons 
was sanding near by, Witness put a receipt 
on the counter for O'Flanagan, but this chent 
said he did not get. it. 

In reply to Mr. J. J. O'Connor, who 
appeared for the _defence, the witness sal! 
that. he told Tracy that the ticket produced 
by Lyons was the missing receipt that had 
been issued to O’Fldnagan. There had been 
a mistake in the numbering of the betting 
dockets, and one of them had not been 
timed; but such mistakes occurred occa- 
sionally, and could always be —" 
through the system observed in the office. 

George O'Flanagan stated that he saw 
Sherwin put the ticket on the counter, but 
he ‘ath away for a second, and when he 
looked again the ticket was missing. He did 
not see ba at all. 

Sergeant A. E. Dawson said that the 


purpose of rendering correct returns of the 
firm's profits for income tax purposes. . Mr. 
Fetherstonhaugh on each occasion produced 
certain books, from which he instructed them 
to extract and segregate such items and 
figures as were necessary to be comprised in 
the income tax returns. No bank books or 
account were available to them, and they had 
no data to verify the entries in the books 
produced with the firm’s bank books or 
accounts. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C.. Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, 
K.C., and Mr. Poole (instructed by Messrs. 
S S. and E. Reeves and Sons) appeared for 
the plaintiff; and Mr. Frank FitaGibbon, 
K.C., Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. Monks (in- 
structed by Messrs. Hayes and Sons) for the 
defendants. i 

Continuing his opening statement, Mr. 
Jellett said that the plaintiff's case was that 
his firm had employed skilled auditors to 
carry out certain business, and that there 
was an implied contract that the auditors 
would use all reasonable care and skill in 
discharging the duty they owed to the firm 
employing them. He contended that the de- 
fendants had not done so, with the result of 
serious loss to the partnership. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that they must 
take it that there was a new contract each 
year; that made a difference. 

Mr. Jellett rephed that there was no in- 
terval between the contracts. Whether there 
was & continuous contract or a series of con- 
tracts did not matter, aceording to his view. 
Mr. Leech, he said, must make good any loss 
that occurred to clients as a result of the 
misappropriations, and up to the present he 
had made good several thousand pounds. 


“A SKILLED JOB” 


“We employed skilied gentlemen to do a 
skilled job,” he proceeded, ‘‘ The skilled 
job was to find out, taking their own view 
of tlie situation, what was the true or correct 
profit for the purposes of income tax. ‘There 
is not much use in bringing in a skilled man 
t» do a skilled job if all he. does is to take 
the figures from somebody else and« never 
bothers his head as te whether they are right 
ur wrong.” 

They said, continued Mr. Jellett, that if 
the auditors’ duty had been performed as it 
ought to have been, they would have found 
out that certain moneys were not there at 
the outset. Hill would have been got rid of, 
and the whole business of the misappropria- 
tions would have come to an end. The de- 
fendants, he said. never made the slightest 
attempt to see whether the rents collected 
according to the receipt blocks corresponded 
with the bank lodgments. 

Hunt Walsh Leech, the plaintiff, stated in 
evidence that he had always carried on busi- 
ness in Coleraine and had never concerned 
himself with the keeping of the books in the 
Dublin office. He received copies of ac- 
counts, certified by the defendants, from the 
itte Mr. Fetherstonhaugh, and he never had 
| any communication with the auditors. After 

Mr. Fetherstonhangh’s death he brought in 
Mr. Cecil G. Vanston as partner in 
the business of the Dublin office. Mr. 
Vanston retaincd the firm of Messrs. 
Sedgwick, accountants, to examine the posi- 
tion, and the misappropriations were dis- 
covered. As a result of the misappropria- 
tion, witness had paid several thousand 
pounds out of his own pocket. He had felt 
morally bound to do so. 

In cross-examination by Mr. FitzGibbon, 
witness said that he had not known Thomas 
Hill. but he understood that Hill had been 
employed by the Dublin firm for a great 
*many years, and had been regarded as trust- 
worthy. Witness’s share of the Dublin firm's 
profits were paid on the basis of profit and 
loss accounts. 


SHARE OF PROFITS 


In reply to further questions by Mr. Fitz- 
Gibbon, the witness said that in 1933 he 
wrote a letter to Mr. Fetherstonhaugh com- 
plaining that he had not received his share 
of the profits. 

Mr. FitzGibbon—Did you not say, in effect, 
that they should not bother about an audit— 
that they could arrive at the profits by 
adding up the costs book’ and deducting the

letter something to that effect, and he alse 
= that he had later written a letter to 

r. Fethersfonhaugh, in which he pointed 
out that, according to the partnership agree- 
ment, there should be an account of the 
business taken every half-year to ascertain 
the income waich he took to be “the 
excess of income over expenditure.’’

The disgrace of the slums must be removed 
as quickly as possible, but poverty in both 
town and country, which is the sole cause of 
the slums, must be attacked, or the same 
poverty ‘will continue to recreate: the slums 
and the same wretched conditions in a never- 
ending succession. 

In this 
land, labour, technical skill and capacity to 
organise the national resources to provide for 
the needs of the entire community are amply 
and immediately available. We could use 
them to-morrow if we will. Nothing prevents 
it, but our present antiquated monetary 
practice which deprives the community of 
the means to use its resources for the benefit 
of its people. 

The League for Social Justice has proposed 
a policy of national reconstruction which 
would give us the means to abolish the slums, 
and would bring unemployment and poverty 
to an end, and so get rid of the cause of the 
slums. It i roposed to establish an 
Economic Development Commission to be 
appointed by the Government under a special 
Act to be passed by the Oireachtas. The 
duties of the proposed Commission would be: 
(1) To supply money to the local authori- 
ties| for housing, sanitation, water 
supplies, and other necessary services 
up to whatever amounts are necessary 
to build all the houses, etc., they need 
just as fast as the labour and materials 
can be made available to build them. 
To provide employment in the country 
districts for all those seeking work, who 
are unable to get work, on forestry, 
drainage, land reclamation, roads, and 
any other work which will add to the 
real wealth of the Irish community. 
The League proposes that credits should be 
issued up to whatever amounts are necessary 
to employ the unemployed and build the 
houses and carry out our neglected and 
urgently needed public works. Fair and 
reasonable wages should be pes in every case. 
The credits should be issued by the Currency 
Commission, under special powers to be con- 
ferred by the Act. These credits should be 
free of interest, and should be repaid to the 
Currency Commission out of the proceeds of 
the works undertaken. When houses are built 
they would be let or sold, and the proceeds of 
sales and the -rents would repay the money 
they cost. When roads or water supplies are 
provided, the present taxation and local 
rates can contribute to the repayment of 
their costs. As revenue comes in from other 
works undertaken it would. go to repay the 
amount which had been expended. 

The results of such a policy would be 
immediate and far-reaching. It would bring 
unemployment and poverty to an end, and 
the standards of living of the whole com- 
munity would rise gradually and steadily. 
It would expand the internal market for 
goods of every kind, and the farmer, the 
manufacturer, the shop-keeper, would find an 
increasing demand for food and commodities. 
Consumption would expand to keep pace with 
our growing capacity to produce wealth. 
The rate of the provision of new houses 
would be speeded up to the limits of the 
supply of labour and materials available to 
build them, instead of being held up, as it 
has been, by our inability to borrow money. 
As the credits would be free of interest, the 
houses could be let at rents which their 
occupants can afford to pa without depriving 
themselves and their children of necessary

Except in the case of very 
young children, home work has to be done. 
The result is that children often have to

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TUNGSTEN 
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EMPIRE’S NEW RESOURCES 


The recent opening of the tungsten mine 
in the Matebeleland Province of Southern 
Khodesia is an event of considerable import- 
ance to the Empire. ' 

Up to the present the principal sources of 
the world's supply of this increasingly useful 
metal have been China, Burma, Japan, and 
Australia. Among other purposes, tungsten 
is used in making filaments of incandescent 
lamps, in wireless Spphenins, and as an alloy 
in hardening steel for the manufacture of 
machine-cutting tools, 

Tungsten, as wire, can be drawn exceed. 
ingly fine, and has the highest melting point 
of all metals. Because of its resistance to 
acids and antiseptics and its ability to keep 
its edge, tungsten alloys are used in surgeons’ 
knives. 

A curious fact about the new Rhodesian 
discoveries is that in one mine the metal is 
found in the form of scheelite, and in the 
other of wolframite. An idea of the weight 
is obtained from the fact that scheelite con- 
centrates that have lately arrived in this 
country from Southern Rhodesia are landed

On the 28th of this month Fascists in 
Italy will celebrate the fourteenth anni- 
versary of the march on Rome—or, as 
anti-Fascists prefer to remember it, the 
fourteenth anniversary of Signor Musso- 
lini’s sleeping-car trip to the Italian 
capital. No doubt the occasion will be 
mharc speech making by il Duce. 
and, of course, he will be photographed as 
much as usual, ! 

I wonder if yon have ever noticed that 
virtually all photographs of the ‘Italian 
dictator are taken with the lens pointed 
upwards at him? I have been told ‘by 
Press photographers that in Italy there is 
a regulation that all photographs of 
il Duce must be taken in this wav. which, 
as you will notice, gives him a most im. 
“pressive appearance. Incidentally this 
manner of photographing him does not 
give the public much opportunity of 
realising that Mussolini is only 5 fect 
6 inches in height. 

Very few of his chief colleagues of the 
days of the Fasci di Com battimento, which 
he formed in 1919, will be with him ai 
the forthcoming celebrations: for such 
men as Roberto Faranaci have returned to 
obscurity, while others, with General 
Balbo amongst them, have been virtually 
exiled. 

Mussolini is now over 50 years of ace 
and in excellent health, which he attri- 
butes largely to the fact that he is a con- 
firmed ‘‘fruitarian’’ in his diet. His 
present home, where he lives with his 
wife Donna Rachele Guidi, is only about 
ten minutes’ journey away from his office 
in the Palazzo Venezia. 


A New Zeppelin 


With all the fuss that has been made 
about the Free State’s refusal to permit 
the German air company, Deutsche Luit- 
hansa,”to make cxperimente] flights to 
this country, I am surprised that nobody 
has commented on the successful Atlantic 
crossings which have been made direct 
irem Germany to the United States by 
éppelins. Both the Graf Zeppelin and 
the Hindenburg have made some very fine 
flizhts with passengers and freight. and 
now Germany has started building a new 
Zeppelin, tlie L.Z. 130. 3 

Diiiain and America were unlucky with 
airsiiips, and both countries gave up thei: 
use, although it was an English dirizible 
(the R. 34, built on the lines of the con- 
temporary Zepvelins) that accomplished 
the first Atlantic crossing from Fast to 
West (after Alcock and Brown had flown 
from Newfoundland to Ireland) in 1919. 

The United States Government fins 
watched the recent development o! 
Zeppelins by Germany with considerable 
jnterest, and it is renorted that an old 
U.S. Navy dirigible is to be reconditioned 
and put into commission again. 

With three Zeppelins on the Trans. 
atlantic route Germany could maintain 
frequent and regular service to America 
without the use of any base outside Ger- 
man territory—although, of course. the 
objections of Britain and France to being 
flown over would add to thei# difficulties 
in bad weather. 


‘Duke of Gloucester’s Hunters 
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It is bad néws for . Melton-Mowbray 
that the Duke of Gloucester’s hunters ave 
to be sold. As the King is not hunting 
these years, the fact that the Duke took 
a hunting-box at Melton-Mowbray last 
year- had a good effect upon the sport 
generally. His Royal Highness was a. 
fine horseman, and both he and the 
Duchess hunted regularly. 

The Duke’s stud contained some 
excellent hunters. Among them Ambush,

Ghe Priory 


The Priory, the country retreat of John 
Philpot Curran near  Rathfarnham, 
figured largely in the play “ Sarah 
Curran,” which was broadcast recently 
by Radio Athlone, and was, incidentally, 
one of the best productions that the much- 
criticised station has given us. 

This old house, the scene of Robert 
Emmet’s tragic romance, got its name 
from the fact that Curran himself was 
‘Prior ” of a convivial society ¢alled 
“he Monks of the Screw,’’ which in- 
cluded. among its members Lord Charle 
mont, Hussey, Burgh and Grattan. 
Curran Was Master of the Rolls during 
his residence at the-Priory, and frequently 
received his legal friends there. From 
Philips’s ‘‘ Curran and His Contem- 
poraries ” we Jearn that ‘‘ ostentation 
was a stranger to his house, so was 
formality of any kind. There were 
beds prepared for the guests, a precaution 
by no means inconsiderate. When break- 
fast came it was sometimes problematical 
how the party were to return. If all were 
propitious, the carriage was in waiting ; 
if a cloud was seen, however, the ques- 
tion came: ‘Gentlemen, how do you pro- 
pose getting to court ?’ 

i Ominous” was the silence which ushcred 
in the summons: ‘ Richard, harness the 
mule to the jaunting car, and take the 
gentlemety #6 town.’ “One of this 
worthy animal’s most favourite pastimes 
was to carry the company into a pool of 
water which lay by the roadside! Of 
course, the host knew nothing of the

Pip-Pip 


At the very beginning of the motoring 
age in England a sporting paper called 
indignant attention to the growing 
practice among cyclists of using a motor 
horn instead of a bicycle bell to herald 
their approach. This was backed up by 
an Irish weekly, whose editor was quite 
ready to follow the lead given in the 
matter by his contemporary. 

The English writer said: ‘‘ The use of 
motor horns by bicyclists is, to my mind, 
nothing short of criminal. A motor. is 
always a dangerous vehicle for pedes- 
trians, who have learned to depend upon 
its horn for warning of its approach. 
When they begin to find that in three 
cases out of four the horn is sounded by 
a cyclist they will gradually ignore the 
warning.” 

Thus was the terrorising effect of the 
original '“ pip-pip”’ threatened. But so 
much have the times changed that now 
most of the primitive motor horns that 
still see the light in Dublin are attached 
to bicycles. Considering the rate at which 
they travel, however, hearers would be ill- 
advised to ignore the warnin 
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Lace 


This is “National Lace Week” in 
Kngland, when every kind of effort will be 
made for the benefit of the manufacture. 
oval Duchesses are to have lace dresses, 
and an exhibition of lace of historical in- 
terest is being held in Nottingham Castle. 

Among the exhibits will be the Alencon 
lace dress which belonged to the Empress 
Kugénie. It is about a hundred years 
old, and is now of considerable valuc. 
Although the figure of £900 has been men. 
tioned, it is probablys worth a great deal 
more, and its value will continue to in- 
eyease as time goes on. | 

Kieai lace was first made about 1200, 
and at that period it was only used by 
Royalty. Some of the earliést lace was 
made in Venice, where the art was 
zealously protected by the Republic. When 
one remembers how the garments of im- 
portant personages, both men and women, 
were adorned in the early times with 
lace, it is easy to “understand its im- 
portance. Venetian lace actually found 
its way into every part of the world. 

Then during the seventeonth century 
Venetian lace entered upon a period of 
adversity. That was cause Colbert, 
Louis XVI,’s Finance Minister, ‘secured 
the secret of the Venetian point and in- 
troduced it into France, where its name 
was changed to point d’Alencon, Special 
protection was given by Louis to this 
French lace. which had a great’ vogue 
until the Revolution. Then it suffered, 
and although Napoleon tried to révive an 
interest in lace, did not succeed.

The Perfect Waster 


James Milligan is the complete and 
perfect ‘‘ bum,’’ the most conscienceless, 
engaging rascal it would be possible to dis- 
cover. In “I Didn't Stay Honest ’’ he 
makes no secret of his failings, and so 
candidly avows his faults that one cannot 
help feeling sorry for a life so full of ups 
and downs, and one so completely wasted. 
As a boy of fifteen he seduced a girl and 
made her his mistress for four years. Prior 
to that he had seen his father hanged for 
‘‘ rustling,’’ and long had made a name 
for himself as the local bad boy. Next 
he eloped with his mistress, and then de- 
serted her to go to the Klondyke. 

He was with a cattle outfit afterwards, 
and betrayed his employers to a local 
‘‘rustler.’’ When he was found out he 
‘laid out ” his discoverer with a frying 
pan and bolted. He robbed the white 
“King ” of a New Guinea tribe of his 
mistress, and the pair of them led an 
amazing life for some time. In San 
Francisco they were trapped in the earth- 
quake, and the girl was killed by a falling 
pillar. The following years saw him 
everything from an arranger of ‘‘crooked’’ 
races to a dope-peddler and a barber. 
When the War broke out he joined up and 
“ran straight ” for a time. The book 
ends on a disillusioned note which almost 
compels the reader’s sympathy for this 
wastrel. 


From Palace to Prison 
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Born to “ the purple ” in an aristocratic 
family of the Czarist régime, the author of 
‘‘ Sentenced to Adventure ” found that the 
advent of Bolshevism completely changed 
his career. As a mere child he fled from 
Russia to England, where he finished his 
education. <A job was then offered him in 
Canada, where he soon entered the service 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company. He passed 
three eventful and bitterly harsh years in 
the Far North, and then joined the 
Alberta Provincial Police. Later he was 
a smuggler of Chinese into tre U.S.A., a 
rum-runner, and finally a convict in San 
(uentin. After his release he went to the 
South Seas, where he was wrecked, and 
next became a war correspondent at the 
time of the Japanese attack on Shanghai. 
Journalism in Canada followed, and when 
that was ended, as a result of an unfor- 
tunate episode, he returned to England. 
The book is the record of a wild scape- 
grace who entered into every side of life 
with a zest and pluck which always pulled 
him through: his escapades. 


Far From Home 
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A Journalist in Australia 
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And Far From Home, By T. E. A. Healy.

IMOTHY HEALY, a Melbourne 
journalist, lost his job and went to 
Broome, which, although it has a popula- 
tion of only 1,000 whites, is the principal 
pearling port of Australia.

ADMIRAL SIR HERBERT 
KING-%ALL 


Adniiral Sir Herbert Goodenough King- 
Hall died yesterday at his home in Sloane 
Gardens, London, aged 74. 

He was the youngest son of the late 
Admiral Sie William King-Hall, and brother 
of Admiral Sir George King-Hall, father of 
Commander Stephen King-Hall and Miss 
Margaret King-Hall, the authoress. 

Sir Herbert, who was in command of the 
naval forces in the East African campaign 
during the Great War, joined the Britannia 
over, fifty years ago as a lad not yet in his 
teens. Heavy battleships still went to sea 
fully rigged in those days, and the naval 
cadet lived under extremely severe discipline. 
From the Britannia he went to his first sea- 
going ship, the Alexandra, in which he made 
the famous passage of the Dardanelles with 
Admiral Phipps-Hornsby in 1878. 

One of Sir Herbert’s stories of a later date 
concerns Lord Fisher and the instructions 
which he received from that old sailor when 
he was about to convey King George 
(then Prince of Wales) to Canada in the new 
battle cruiser Indomitable. His orders were 
to break all records for the Atlantic crossing 
on the return voyage. The record voyage 
was duly accomplished by the device of 
eutting holes in the bunker bulkheads, to 
facilitate the transfer of coal.

SIR FREDERICK BECKER 
The death took place yesterday at his 
residence in London of Sir Frederick Edward 
Robert Becker, at the age of 65. Son of 
Thomas Becker, master mariner, of Hull, he 
was chairman and founder of the firm of 
Messrs. Becker and Co., Ltd., wood pulp 
merchants, London. Also he was chairman 
of Messrs. Charles Marsden and Son, Ltd., 
who controlled large interests in various 
paper mills in Scotland and Ireland. . 
His trading activities extended to timber 
forests on the St. Lawrence, where he had 
big interests in Chicoutimi and Ha Ha Bay. 
At the opening of the Great War he handed 
over to the Government a fleet of his 
steamers. He was created a knight in 1922 
for his valuable support of the Red Cross 
organisations.

The Wreck of Locarno 


Newspaper readers have been fixing 
their eyes for so long upon Spain that 
they have neglected to watch the course of 
events in the larger Europe. Until King 
Leopold made his “ sensational ” speech 
a week ago it almost had been forgotten 
that the Great Powers had an *rppoint. 
ment for this autumn to discuss the 
Locarno Pact. That agreement to-day is 
merely a scrap of paper. None of the five 


Secrclary of the Commission, 45 Upper O'Connell i 


signatory Powers places the slightest trust 
in it, or, as we think, woulkkK take any 
notice of its obligations if an occasion for 
their exercise should arise. The fact is 
so obvious that Great Britain : me time 
ago deemed fit to summon the signatories. 
and, with them, to work out a new agreo- 
ment which would suit the conditions of 
to-day and of the near future, and wouid 
stand a better chance to be observed. Sho 
réceived replies to the invitation from 
Frsnce and Belgium. ' Italy ‘‘ hedged ” 
with a qualified acceptance, in which she 
stressed tue fact that the “ hostility ’’ dis- 
played by the othcr Powers towards her 
in the matter of the Abyssinian war 
rendered her position somewhat difficult. 
Later she changed her attitude, making it 
quite clear that she would not come into 
conference unless Germany should consent 
to take her seat on equal terms with the 
rest. Actually, an invitation had been 
sent to Germany, whose treatment of it 
has been a lesson in diplomatic dia- 
The invitation was sent in the 
early summer, but only last week was an 
answer received in London. Last week, 
moreover, the whole situation was changed 
by Belgium’s

announcement of her 
neutrality, which certainly is inconsistent 
with the old Locarno Pact, and renders a 
radical recasting necessary. The problem 
is now whether there will be any meeting 
of the Powers, and, if so, whether they 
can hope to reach an agreement which 
will bear even the faintest resemblance to 
its predecessor. Most people think that 
the answer to hoth questions must be 
fe as 

The old aoe a of course, has no 
hope of survival. As signed in 1925, it 
bound Germany and Belgium, aswell as 
Germany and France, to abstain from war 
upon another; and Great Britain and 
Italy pledged themselves, if the pact 
should be broken, to join with the attacked 
party aguinst its attacker. ‘There were 
subsidiary clauses, one of which defined 
any attempt by Germany to bring soldiers 
into the demilitarised zone of the Rhine- 
land as a violation of the pact. From 
the moment, therefore, when Herr Hitler’s 
troops marched into the Rhineland last 
spring, the Locarno agreement was broken ; 
and such was the judgment, of the League 
Council. Germany retaliated with the 
plea that the pact already had been 
broken by the Franco-Soviet treaty of 
mutua] assistance. Suppose, argued. the 
Germans, that Soviet Russia should 
declare war upon Germany. France would 
be compelled by her treaty with Russia 
at once.to mobilise against Germany—in 
other: words, to abandon her Locarno 
pledges. Why, the Germans asked. should 
we be asked to observe an agreement which 
France already has broken? The French 
had an answer ready, but its validity does 
not concern us here: the important point 
is that two nations, from the ordinary 
man’s point of view, drove a coach-and- 
four through the Locarno pact. Finally, 
Belgium delivered the coup de grace last 
week, When King Leopold declared that 
henceforth his country proposed to remain 
neutral, the last of the ‘“ guaranteed ”’ 
nations had condemned Locarno, If 
Belgium wishes to preserve her neutrality 
at all costs, it is clear that she cannot 
keep her promise to come to France’s help 
if France is attacked by Germany. Thus, 
assailed from three sides, perishes an 
agreement which has done much to main- 
tain Europe’s peace during the last ten 
years. In theory, Locarno was a creature 
of the League; in fact, because it bound 
the Great Powers with definite and 
stringent guarantees, it was stronger than 
the League Covenant, for which the 
Great Powers always displayed complete 
cortempt, ; 


Very gloomy are the prospects of a new 
agreement, The terms of Germany's and 
Italy’s replies to the British note of 
invitation have not yet been made public; 
but, according to many rumours, Ger- 
many s answer is such that it cannot pos- 
sibly become the basis of a second 
Locarno. It is said that, while she wishes 
‘to have Great Britain and France bound 
to herself by a neutrality pact, she insists 
on a frae hand in the rest of Europe. In 
a word, Germany will have no restriction 
of her self-appointed right to declare war, 
whenever she pleases, upon Soviet Russia. 
The French must choose between Ger- 
many’s friendship or Russia’s—between a 
new Locarno agreement and the pact with 
the Soviet: they cannot have both. 
Similarly, the French alliances with 
Poland and Czechoslovakia would be null 


and void; for, while Germany would

accept a restraint so one-sided. Italy alone 
seems fo agree with the German demands. 
For a year past she has been drawing 


' closér and closer to Germany, as the oniy 


Great Power which did not side against 
her in her Akyssinian antics, and within 
the last few months the bonds have been 
growing tighter. At the moment Count 
Signor Mussolini's 
Foreign Minister, and presumable suc- 
cessor, is enjoying an ovation in Berlin, 
whither he has gone to set the seal upon 
Italo-German friendship. In the circum- 
stances, it is improbable that Ltaly’s reply, 
when disclosed, will prove unfavourable to 
Germany’s claims—though any insistence 
on those claims may mean the death of 
Italian dreams of security and empire. 
The prophets say that she has answered 
mildly; yet she has pledged herself to 
stand by Herr Hitler, and hardly will 
shatter the Fascist harmony so shortly 
after it has been created. We fear that 
the new Locarno, if it emerges at all, will 
be a lamentably tenuous document. 


Scotland in Peril 
Stands Scotland where she did? When 


a conference meets in Glasgow next month 
to discuss the state of the country, the 
answer to the ancient password will be 
sad. Scotland, in point of population, 
does not stand where she did, but is losing 
men apace, with all token, moreover, of 
increasing speed in the decline. Between 
1921 and 1931 Scotland lost nearly 40,000 
people. This is the first decline recorded 
since the first Scottish census was taken 
in 1801. A century -ago the people of 
Scotland numbered about one and three. 
quarter millions. In 1921 they had risen 
to close on five millions; but they never 
quite touched that handsome figure, and 
now, assuming the decline to have con- 
tinued since 1931, they are down to about 
4,800,000. What is most disquieting—as 
Dr. James A. Bowie, Principal of the 
Dundee School of Economics observed last 
week—is that the proportion of young 
people in the nation is decreasing, Fifty 
years ago one in three of the Scottish 
people was under fifteen years of age ; now 
only one in four is young. ‘‘ Our popula- 
tion is crumbling away at the base,” Dr. 
Bowie said. Obviously, the rate of decline 
marked in the last census decade must be 
accelerated, as old folk die out, when the 
number of and 
maidens from whom to recruit the race is 


marriageable youths 
smaller. Hénce, in a quarter of a century, 
Scotland is likely to have only four million 
souls left. There is worse to record. The 
depopulation of the counties is going on 
much more rapidly than that of the nation 
as a whole; for the four chief cities have 
gained slightly during the decade of 
decay, indicating that the country folk, as 
they grow sterile, are sending what youth 
they have to the towns. Soon the whole 
of Northern Scotland is likely to be one 
of the Europe. The 
desolation of Meath is nothing to the 
emptiness which is coming on Scotland 
north of the Clyde-Forth line. That the 
young people crowded in the cities will 
recruit the State is not to be expected ; for, 
apart from the relative infertility of indus- 
trial populations, five of the 
Scottish workers classed as ‘‘ ensurable ”' 
is idle, and marriages will not multiply 
where unemployment is the rule or daily 
fear. This is a saddening story, but it is 
not strange to us. The Irish Free State is 
in Scotland’s plight, and is almost the only 
other European region of which it may be 
told. This country, like the sister land 
across the Channel, has lost population in 
the last census period, and is suffering

Warning! 


The problem of the Dublin slums was 
ventilated again yesterday at the Local 
Government Department’s Inquiry at the 
City Hall, and we hope that the campaign 
against them will receive an added 
impetus from the discussion. Already the 
public conscience has been thoroughly 
roused, and the speeches of the Acting City 
Manager and of the Lord Mayor yesterday 
leave no doubt that the Corporation is 
anxious to do its part. Nevertheless, 
before any move is made, it will be well 
to be sure of the direction; for any 
haphazard attempt to reduce the slums on 
a large scale may revive the very evils that 
it is trying to fight. - We have laid con- 
tinual stress on the need for a definite 
scheme in this matter, and we are glad to 
note that Mr. J. P. Keane promised at the 
inquiry that all schemes would be 
examined in the light of the main prin- 
ciples of town-planning. He made the 
proviso, however, that a great number of 
the tenants must be rehoused in the centro 
of the city, and the Lord Mayor almost 
implied that the problem as a whole must 
he approached from this point of. view. 
Decent lots of flats, he said, must be built 
on the site of the old tenements, and he 
went on to describe the difficulties of re- 
housing at such places as Crumlin, where 
the tenants of the new houses found that 
omnibus and tram fares were too great a 
burden on their scanty wages. No such 
difficulty should be allowed to stand in the 
way. A certain number of flats may 
have to be built on the site of demolished 
tenements, but to concentrate on flats will 
only mean another slum problem for the 
next generation. The sensible solution ‘4 
to keep their number as low as possible, 
to allow plenty of space to the 
necessary few, to leave vacant as 
many sites as possible, and to re- 
house the mass of slum tenants out- 
side the city according to a definite plan. 
If the cost of transport is too high— 
apparently the fares from Crumlin have 
risen since that area was developed—it 
must be lowered. Such towns as Glasgow 
and Belfast have been able to introduce 


cheap rates, and Dublin cannot afford 


to have its future development hindered |

In the centenary edition of “ Burke’s 
Genealogical and Heraldic History of the 
Landed Gentry’ appears an afticle on 
those great castles and country mansions 
that have been called “ the stately homes 


large numbers of land-owners have been 
abandoning their historic seats, and seek- 
ing economic refuge in less spectacular— 
and, possibly, more comfortable—dwell- 
ings. Dwindling rents, and the energy of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, have 
persuaded them that it is better to pre- 
serve a measure of solvency than a duty 
to their ancestors. Now the “stately 
homes ' have been let to visiting 
millionaires, or have been sold to become 
schools, country clubs or public institu- 
tions. The estates, in many cases, have 
been ‘divided up into small farm holdings. 
It seems quite probable that, by the end 
of the cántury, the term “ landed gentry ” 
will be as much of an anachronism as the 
title ‘‘ feudal lord’’; and, although its 
disappearance will be due very largely to 
financial causes, the dispossessed occu- 
pants probably will console themselves 
with the thought that the ‘‘ stately home °’ 
has outlived its original use by several 
centuries, When the majority of these 
mansions were built, their owners, of 
necessity, had to provide accommodation 
that was. far m excess of their personal 
needs. The English aristocrat’s home had 
to be his castle in solid fact, since at any 
time he might be compelled to withstand 
the siege of an un-neighbourly baron. 
His private army required considerably 
more room than his family. Furthermore, 
during those brief and tedious periods 
when no actual war was on hand, the land- 
owner might expect a visit from his king, 
and the king would arrive with a suite of 
thres or four hundred friends and 
servants, any of whom would have been 
dangerously displeased with a bedroom 
over the stables. It is saddening to think 
that these spacious days now are over, and 
that modern monarchs travel with a 
private secretary ; but it would be unfair 
to compel the descendants of the barons to 
maintain the barons’ homes. Most of the 
descendants are striving to make money— 
not war.

Another will certainly be whether any- 
thing further can, or should, be done with 
regard to the policy of non-intervention 
in Spain. Pressure is being brought to 
Lesr on the London Committee by the 
Soviet Ambassador and on the British 
Government by tle Labour Party. But 
the Chairman of the Committee 
already reminded the Dictator Govern- 
ments of Portugal, Italy and Germany 
that their replies are still awaited to the 
charges which were made ayainst them by 
the Spanish Government, and brought to 


the Committee, as well es the particular 
charges made against Portugal by the 
U.S.S.R. 

- Public opinion in this country would 
greatly welcome the successful investiga- 
tion of this matter, but it is more than 
likely that similar charges against the 
Soviet Government will also have to be 
examined, for those made against them by 
the Italian representative at the meeting 
in London on October 9 have been pub- 
lished in the Italian Press and may, no 
doubt, be officially advanced. In the 
meantime, public opinion will warmly 
endorse the action of the Foreign Secre- 
tary in transmitting yesterday to the 
leaders of the Spanish Government and 
of the Nationalist insurgents an earnest 
and urgent entreaty that they should 
release all hostages, and offering the ser- 
vices of the British Navy in cases where 
it might be able to effect exchanges. 


Times, to look a little askance at all the 
proposed regroupings and combinations of 
Powers, and to regard with sympathetic 
understanding the attitude of Belgium, 
which, through the mouth of her King, 
announces that she wishes her policy to 
be exclusively and entirely Belgian. This 
does not mean—and Belgium has said that 
it does not mean in her case—that Great 
Britain goes back on the obligations she 
has already incurred. There are regions— 
notably the fringe of countries in Western 
Europe and the Mediterranean passage— 
in the security of which Great Britain is 
directly concerned.

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An Italian Empire? 


The visit of Count Ciano, the Italian 
Foreign Minister, to Berlin is attracting 
much attention in the diplomatic world, 
as it-is thought that it may do something 
towards clearing up the European situation 
generally. He may discuss with Herr 
Hitler and his Government the position 
of Germany and Italy in relation to the 
civil war in Spain, and also the possibility 
of a conference in Vienna between Italy, 
Austria and Hungary, with a view to 
preparations for a four Power pact. 
Above all things Signor Mussolini is most 
anxious for the recognition by Germany, 
as well as the other Powers, of the Italian 
Empire in Abyssinia, inasmuch as if King 
Victor. is crowned Emperor at Addis 
Ababa he desires the presence of 
representatives of all the European 
Powers. It may be, however, that Signor 
Mussolini will not expect the King of 
Italy to go to Abyssinia for the proclama- 
tion, as it is possible that Italy will be 
proclaimed an Empire before many weeks 
are past, and the King become “ Emperor 
of Italy and of the lands overseas.’’ This 
might put an end to the dispute over the 
title of ‘‘Emperor of Ethiopia, no 
Government being likely to refuse t 
accept the change, as it would refer to 
Italy herself, and not by name to 
Ethiopia.

Wijck (2,533 tons) mysteriously capsized 
early to-day between Sourabaya and 
Semarang. 

At 2 a.m. the ship sent out a wireless 
message, ‘‘S.O,S. heavy list,” and at 
once aeroplanes, seaplanes and small 
nayal vessels raced to the spot. 


THE LAST TO LEAVE 


Of the vessel herself there was no trace, 
but the sea was covered with swimmers 
keeping themselves afloat with lifebelts, 
chairs, tables and wooden spars. 

The Van der Wijck carried 187 pas- 
sengers and native crew, of whom all have 
been accounted for with the exception of 
fourteen Europeans and twenty natives. 

The captain stayed on the bridge until 
the ship heeled over and sank. He was 
later picked up clinging to a lifebelt. 

He said that he went to sleep at mid- 
night, .but was called fifty-four minutes 
later by a watchman, who reported that 
the ship was listing to starboard. He 
summoned all the officers, and they ran 
on deck. Nothing they could do would 
diminish the list, which increased rapidly, 
and the captain gave the order to man 
the boats and stop the engines. 


SHIP DISAPPEARS 


Suddenly the Van der Wijck lur-hed 
heavily to starboard, and the captain blew 
his whistle as.a signal to abandon ship. 
The crew suececded in lowering one of 
the lifeboats; but a second boat was 
struck by the ship’s funnel as it was in 
the act of entering the water and turned 
over. 

Within two minutes of the order to 
abandon ship she had turned turtle and 
disappeared beneath the waves, 
one lifeboat, in which were twenty-two 
people, and a crowd of swimmers 
struggling in the water. 

All the ship’s officers, the steward and 
three clerks are among those known to 
have been rescued. 


CAPTAIN’S STATEMENT 


The captain is unable to assign the 
cause of the disaster, but he presumes 
that water must somehow have found its 
way into the ship. He states that during 
the two minutes that elapsed between the 
signal to abandon ship and the moment 
when she sank he was able to ascertain 
that it was for some external, not internal, 
reason. 

When the Van der Wijck left Soura- 
baya, he added, she was correctly loaded 
as regards weight, so as to preclude the 
possibility of shifting, and the weather 
was favourable. 

‘The wrecking of the ship is a complete 
mystery to me,” he said when he landed 
at Sourabaya. ‘‘ Most of the survivors 
owe their lives to the fact that there was 
oil floating on the water after the steamer 
had sunk,"’ he added. ‘‘Sharks are plentiful 
in these waters, but they do not like oil, 
and so did not approach the floating 
survivors. I was floating for seven hours 
before being saved by a native.” 


FREIGHTER’S NARROW 
ESCAPE 


From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


AMSTERDAM, Tuesday. 
The Greek steamer, Okeanis (3,546 
tons), the crew of which was saved by the 
Dutch steamer, Beursplein, to-day, has 
now been taken in tow. Four tugs sailed 
from Ymuiden to the Okeanis this aiter- 


ceeded in running out a hawser to the 
distressed vessel. She is being towed into 
the new waterway at Ymuiden. 

The Liverpool freighter, Oysel (1,554 
tons), also narrowly escaped disaster in 
the stormy weather it is now revealed. 
Huge waves swept her starboard lifeboat 
away, and only skilful seamanship enabled 
her to enter Ymuiden port. 

The Ousel is now proceeding to 
Amsterdam. 


SWEDISH AIRMAN’S 
'PLANE 


What is beiieved to be a part oí the aero- 
plane used in the ill-fated Transatlantic 
flight of the Swedish airman, Kurt Bjork- 
vail, was washed ashore along the Conne- 
mara coast during the week-end. Part of 
an aeroplane wing was found on Saturday 
morning 1n a cove at Bundowlish, Cleggan, 
and again on Monday a similar piece of 
wreckage was found in Cleggan bay. 

In view of the £100 reward offered for the 
recovery of the mail bag which lies in the 
cockpit of the ‘plane, the recent finds have 
aroused much local interest. and a keen 
look-out is being maintained by the in- 
habitants along the coast. It is believed 
locally that the remainder of the ‘plane 
has become entangled in the submerged 
rocks off the Cleggan coast, and may be 
dislodged at any moment. 

Mr. Tom Hearne, who found the wreckage 
at Bundowlish, is one of the few survivors 
of the terrible fishing accident of February, 
1928, and the cove in which he found the 
aeroplane part was the cove in which he 
then found refuge.

OUTBREAK DURING 
OVERHAUL 


Seven or eight cabins on one of the 
world’s lar ae ships, the Cunard-White 
Star liner banana, were damaged by 
fire yesterday. The vessel is in South- 
ampton Dock undergoing overhaul. . Two 
or three cabins on the starboard side of 
B Deck under the bridge were the seat 
of the outbreak, and these were badly 
burnt. The other cabins were damaged by 
smoke and water.

The message is probably what 
is technically called a corrupt one—that is 
jumbled.

The spokesman, Mr. J. Leech, Fire 
Brigade Men’s Union, said that the Lord 
Mayor had earlier in: the night stressed 
the point that the fund was not receiving 
support from the trade unions. The 
deputation had come to ask for support. 

Mr. J. Larkin, Workers’ Union of 
Ireland, said that only £1,622 had been 
received. There was a promise of another 
£200 from the two greyhound race tracks. 
Already £200 had been spent out of the 
subscriptions in connection with the three 
dead firemen’s graves. - - 

Miss FE. O'Connor, Irish Women 
Workers’ Union, said that votes of sym- 
pathy with the dead firemen were not 
enough. She understood that the highest 
amount of compensation which could be 
paid in each case was £600. She pro- 
posed that the unions should establish a 
special fund, and that all members should 
be asked to contribute. 

At this point a delegate suggested that 
the affiliated unions should be asked to 
levy their members at the rate of sixpence 
per head for the proposed fund. 

Mr. Gilbert Lynch, Amalgamated 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
said that it was very regrettable that in 
the year 1936 a request such as that made 
by the deputation should be necessary, If 
the dead firemen had been members of an 
army intended for the destruction of life 
instead of members of a force whose duty 
it was to save life, there would be 
adequate pension arrangements for their 
dependents. The dependents of the fire- 
men should not be compensated by 
charity, but as a right. i 
+ Mr. P. T. Daly, Secretary, said that 
while the memory of these men was green 
the sympathy of the public representatives 
would also be green. Twenty years ago, 
when there were other expressions of 
public sympathy following accidents to 
members of the brigade, he and others 
had endeavoured to have a widows’ and 
orphans’ 
the Corporation at that time agreed that 
such a scheme would be a good thing, but 
said that it would cost a lot of money. 
These members had held the view that it 
was a matter for the nation, and with that 
view he was in agreement. 

“A three-line clause in a bill which is

MACHINE TURNED OVER 

As it grew dark she decided to land. 
On the third attempt she landed, and had 
to put on her brakes to avoid running 
into surrounding houses. The ground was 
so rough that when she braked the 
machine went right over on its back. 

“Then everything went topsy-turvy. A» 
I put on the brakes 1 suppose my wheels 
hit a rut because the ‘plane went right 
over on its back. I had already switched 
off the engine, but I had not time to turn 
off the petrol. I had undone my safety 
belt, as I have a horror of being trapped 
in a ’plane if it crashes. If the belt had 
been ses up I should probably not have 
smacked my nose on the dash-board. 

“I think I must have turned a com 
plete somersault in the cabin, for although 
the ’plane was the wrong way up Í was 
sitting the right way up. I couid not get 
the door of tae cabin open, but some men 
appearcé almost immediately, wrenchel 
it open and dragged me out. I can tell 
you I was never more grateful for any- 
thing.

present contained some of the worst slums 
in Dublin. As far as his information 
went, they did not belong, and never had 
belonged, to the Corporation. 
there had got into very bad repair, and 
the landlords and all in control left them 
there. The result was that a lot of poor 
people had been living in them for 
some years and not paying rent. They 
had got into a very insanitary state. 
The Dangerous Buildings Department 
would not condemn them as unsafe, as 
distinct from being insanitary. A good 
many houses had, however, been closed. 

The inquiry would deal with houses 
actually surveyed by a clergyman 125 or 
150 years ago. He had then complained 
that thirteen or fourteen persons were 
living together in some of them. What, 
asked Mr. Kelly, would the clergyman 
say if he were alive to-day and saw three 
or four times that number of persons 
Jiving in one house.

The Lord Mayor, Alderman A. Byrne, 
T.D., appealed to “the opposition ” to

had been told) had been that there was a 
scarcity of a certain section of skilled 
labour. ‘‘ Now, I understand,” he said, 
“the City Manager’s great difficulty, 
which is displayed by such a large attend.

He understood that since the Corporation 
developed Crumlin both tram and "bus fares 
had increased considerably, and that some of 
the transferred tenants with very low wages 
now had to pay fares that proved equivalent 
to a substantial increase in their rents. Many 
of them would like to live near their work 
again, So far as tidal and dock workers were 
concerned, they could not be sent to live in 
Crumlin or in country districts, 

“I umplore the people who are standing in 
the way of the Corporation's giving the 
citizens decent housing to withdraw,”’ he 
said, "and let the Corporation get on with 
ite. work.”

No matter what criticism was levelled at 
the Corporation, he knew of no other body 
that took so enthusiastic an interest in its 
work and could do the work so well.

HOUSING CHIEF’S EVIDENCE 


Mr. Joseph Sherwin, Chief of the Housing 
Department, who also made a statement, said 
that, in considering the housing programme 
to be carried out each year, the Corporation 
had always in mind the abolition of the 
slums, and, accordingly, where possible, 
selected areas in which the conditions de- 
manded demolition of insanitary property and 
the re-housing of the occupants with proper 
sanitary accommodation. When formulatiny 
their programme of 2,115 dwellings in 
February, 1936, they had, at the same time, 
building contracts for a number of cottages 
at South Lotts road, due for completion in 
January next, to serve-the provision of alter- 
native accommodation for the occupants 
of the Thorncastle street area, while 
a scheme of flats at Watling - street, 
now well in hands, would enable a number 
of occupants of the James's street and Mar- 
rowbone Jane areas to be re-housed, so that 
building werk on these two sites might be 
commenced. In the case of the Newmarket 
area, it would be possible to initiate the 
building work with disturbance of very few 
who would require alternative housing accom- 
modation. 

It had been suggested that the Corporation, 
though having carried out considerable 
suburban building, were not touching the 
city's sore spots. It would te noted that 
four of the schemes under consideration were 
providing for the ciearapce of the city’s 
densely-populated and insanitary areas, and 
already many buildings had been completed 
on íormer slum areas at Cook street, Bridge- 
foot strect, Hxanover sircet, Marv's- lane, 
Mercer street. Mountrath street, and North 
‘unrberland street. 


REPLY TO CRITICISMS 


Recent statements in the Press and clse- 
where were calculated to leave the public 
under the impression that the Corporation 
had failed to appreciate the magnitude and 
urgency of the city’s housing problem; that 
their policy had lacked vision and effective- 

ess. and that the machinery was devoid of 
co-ordinated organisation and efhicient direc- 
tion. No attempt whatever had been made 
by the critics to explain the limitations asso- 
ciated with the Corporation's effarts to come 
to close quarters with the problem, and not 
a single practical suggestion had been ad. 
vanced towards overcoming the difficulties. 

Having referred to the return of the City 
Council in 1930, Mr. Sherwin said that when 
the Government Housing Bill was under con- 
sideration in 1931 the Housmg Committee 
was obliged to confine themselves to the 
preliminary work of inspection. The bill 
became law in January, ' 1952, but 
immediately following it a change of 
Government took place, and a further 
revision of housing legislation was- uncer- 
taken, and that bill became law in Ywgust, 
1932 However, at the end of 19335 schemes 
totalling some 1.620 dwellings were either 
completed or in the hands of the bmiding 
contractors under the Housing (Financial 
and Miscellaneous Provisions) At, 1952.

The Corporation, he me fully realised 
the urgency of this matter, and their re- 
sponsibility to see that everything possible 
was done to speed up the position of houses, 
throwing to the winds ordinary prudence. 
the period from the g of the Small 
Dwellings Acquisition Act, 1899, the Cor- 
poration had advanced £1,298,.748. which en- 
abled 2.577 persons to purchase their homes. 
Since September, 1932, 1,906 persons had 
been advanced £999,723. 


UTILITY SOCIETIES 


Seant advantage had so far heen taken 
by public utility societies of the provisions 
of the Housing (Financial and Miscellaneous 
Provisions) Act, which provided substantial 
— from the State sod local authority to 
such societies. Only 100 houses of this class 
bad been so far built. 

It was regrettabl, he said, that when public 
reference was being made to the official 
machinery set up hy the Corporation that 
no care had been taken to obtain information 
as to the facts. Therefore, he found it neces- 
sary to explain that the Housing Department 
had been completely jesibaninnl in 1924 and 
the various branches concentrated in care- 
fully-planned offices in one building, go giv- 
ing far greater and more convenient accom- 
modation than was previously available. New 
and up-to-date. methods in office routine of 
procedure had been adopted to ensure more 
effective supervision and administration. 

The architectural work was, he said, in the 
hands of Mr. H. G Simms, A.R.LB.A.. 
D.P.T., while the legal and epgineering and 
public health sections were dealt with in 
tha departments respectively controlled by 
the City Law Agent, City Engineer and the 
Medical Officer of Health 

Mr. Rice, Law Agent, urged that the 
Corporation were pulling their full weight 
and operating at full capacity under the 
existing law—facts that should be made 
know to the public.

VIEWS ON LOCARNO 


The common desire of Germany and 
Italy for a new agreement to replace the 
Locarno Pact is stressed by Herr Rudolf 
Kirchner in to-morrow’s Frankfuerter 
Zeitung. i 

“Our European conscience,” he says, 
‘‘urges both our countries towards prac- 
tieal collaboration with the rest of 
Europe, including a _ restoration of the 
Locarno guarantees in the original sense, 
but at the same time we are urged towards 
a rejection of unsuitable extensions in the 
form of new many-sided cuarantees, and, 
finally, to the rejection of any inclusion 
of Soviet Russia in these considerations. 

“Fron our similar judgments of the 
Bolshevist danger arises, for example, our 
joint interest that Spain should not fall 
a sacrifice to Bolshevism. 

“ Im the South-East both countries 
agree on the need to maintain in harmony 
our mutual economic interests. We may 
add to this that neither Italy nor Ger- 
many regard rearmament as se!f-sufficient 
and something without limits.”’ 


MEANING OF “ EUROPE ” 


It, therefore, depends, continues the | 
writer, on the “ extent of the honourable 
European intentions of the other Powers "’ 
whether the European principle and 
European aim which determines the Italo- 
German attitude can be. preserved and 
realised. ‘‘It depends on France and 
Great Britain not doing as they have 
done in the past, in understanding by the 
word ' Europe ' something quite different 
from our city aamibla conception of it. 

““ On one thing we Germans are as clear 
as the Italians—a serious European dis- 
cussion and therewith the condition for a 
national and international economic con- 
solidation are not possible so long as 
there are between the four big Powers 
such serious differences as unfortunately 
affect Italo-British relations.”’

SUGGESTED MEMORIAL

At a meeting in Londen of the Roger Case- 
ment Committee, whose members are working 
for the return to Ireland of the remains of 
Roger Casement, the report was received of 
the deputation that had waited on the 
President of the Executive Council in Dublin, 

The whole situation was reviewed, and the 

feeling was expressed that the geneial posi- 
tion was satisiactory, It was decided to 
appeal to various bodies in Ireland for 
support for the suggestion made by the Presi- 
dent of the Free State Executive Council that 
a site should be acquired near the national 
memorial in Glasnevin for the interment of 
toger Casement’s remains. In the event of 
the remains not being made available for 
return to Ireland, ib was felt that the site 
acquired at Glasnevin would stand as a 
memorial to Roger Casement, and it would 
also mark the efforts made by his fellow. 
countrymen to fulfil his wish that his place 
of burial should be in Ireland. 

The committee felt that a wider knowledge 
of Casement’s life and work would ensure 
a greater measure of support in England for 
these aims. One of the committee members— 
a well-known writer—had, therefore, written 
a draft pamphlet on educational lines, sum- 
marising the career of Casement, reviewing 
his humanitarian work, and his sacrifices for 
his own country. The committee had decided 
to appeal to Trish bodies in London to raise 
funds for the publication of the pamphlet.

All efforts to reconstruct a championship 
side in Cork have.met with disaster, and 
last Sunday’s result at Lismore is the biggest 
blow to Cork’s hurling prestige of recent 
years.
